Prussian Yoke Severest. 
There is no doubt that of the three 
Polands the Prussian is that which in the 
last thirty years has had to maintain the 
severest struggle. There is but one rea- 
son, and it is simple. Prussia has never 
been content to rule the Poles, but has 
even sought to Germanize them. 

The rapid growth of Prussia in the last 
two centuries is partly due to the fact 
that she has succeeded in Germanizing 
the scattered Polish population she has 
gradually subjugated. Many of those 
who are now faithful and fervent Prus- 
sians are grandsons and great-grandsons 
of Poles, whose language, religion, and 
customs the Prussian edministration has 
changed. 

Many of the cities of Eastern Prussia 
Dantzig and Koenigsberg for example— 
were founded by Poles. There is no doubt 
that as Prussia approached more closely 
to the heart of ancient Poland she had 
met a more stubborn resistance, but the 
| Germanization of the Poles is, s0 to speak, 
a historic necessity for Prussia. 

Germany Offers Nothing. 

So the Poles can hope for nothing from 
Germany, and they know it. Germany 
may in these days consent to the appoint- 
ment of some archbishop who is beloved 
of the Poles, but if she wins she will 
resume the Germanizetion of her Polish 
provinces with redoubled vigor. Ar- 
rangements and agreements are not pos- 
sible. 

On the ether hand, Catholic Austria | 
never has attempted te Germanize the 
Poles and has respected their language 
and their religion. Of the three Polands 
into which the anicent kingdom was eplit 
up, Austrian Poland certainly has been 
the least unhappy in the last Gfty years, 

But can Poland hope from Austria the 
miracie of a partial national resurrec- 
tom? It would seem so. Austria is an 
old empire that has rapidly deteriopated 
in the last few years, principally because 
of her failure to satisfy simultaneously 
the national aspirations of the Germans, 
the Czechs, the Hungarians, the Italians, 
and the southern Slava, of which she is 
composed.

The second son of the kaiser is Princes 
Eitel Frederick, or, as the Germans af- 
fectionately call him, Eitel Frits —a 
husky young person, credited with con- 
siderably more marked human attributes 
than his brother. If the crown prince 
were to be killed, Eitel would be the heir 
to the throne. 


Under Stern Rule of Father. 

The crown prince since his birth at 
Potsdam on May 6, 1882, has been 
groomed for the crown of Germany, and 
when he plunged into the campaigns of 
the present conflict the prince’s education 
was far from ended, according to the 
rigid views of his father. 

It has been said of the prince that his 
father’s schedule has provided for nis 
activities for every hour of the day. As 
a soldier the prince has been obliged to 
keep abreast of every branch of military 
science. In addition, the kaiser has in- 
sisted that he be informed at all times 
regarding the civil branches of govern- 
ment in the empire. 

The crown prince, followed in due sea- 
kon by his five brothers, went through a 
course of training at the military cadet 
school of Ploen, then passed a couple of

D., er of history, Armour n 
of Technology.) 


ANY have wondered what would 
be the view. of the great Iron 
Chancellor regarding the present 
war if he were still alive. Would 
this war have occurred if Bis- 

marck had been in charge of the gdmin- 
istration of the German empire? Would 
he support the kaiser or would he regard 
the war as threatening to undo his owr 
mighty achievements? Though Bismarck 
Gied sixteen years ago, many of his ut- 
terances throw a flood of light on the pres- 
ent imbroglio and show his wonderful 
understanding of European conditions as 
well as his almost prophetic maight into 
the future. 

The following remark, made as early 
as 1675, has been fulfilied literally: ; 

“Mighty Germany has great tasks; above 
all, to keep peace in Europe. This is my 
chief consideration, also in the oriental 
crisis. I do not intend tointerfere if there 
is any way to avoid it, far such an inter- 
ference might cause a European confla- 
gration, especially if the interests of Aus- 
tria and Russia should clash in the Bal- 
kanes. If I should take the side of one 
of these powers France would immedi- 
ately join with the other, and a European 
war would break out. I am trying to hold 
two mighty beasts by the collar, in order 
that they may not tear each other to 
pieces, and in order that they may not 
combine against Germany.” 

The fear of Bismarck regarding the 
Balkans is likewise pressed in this 

0: 

„What may happen in the Balkans does 
not concern Germany but only Russia. 
Italy, Austria, and England. It has al- 
ways been my aim to keep out of this 
For this reason we put a stipulation into

J. Moxiey, Inc., and eleven associates 
are under indictment charged with 
defrauding the government of inter- 
nal revenue taxes on moonshine ” 
oleo.
